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SCHOOL REPORTS. 


REPORT OF UNION DISTRICT. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 


At the last annual meeting it was voted to add a new room to the 
Fuller school house, and the sum of eighteen hundred dollars was raised 
for that purpose. The matter was referred to the School Board. They 
were divided in opinion, between adding to the house as it then stood, 
and turning it around, East and West. There were objections to either 
course, but it was decided to turn it round, and the cost has exceeded 
the appropriation some two hundred and twenty-five dollars, The rooms 
were ready at the specified time, and were easily filled without much 
transfer of pupils. 

The sum of one thousand dollars was raised for repairs. Out of this 
sum the Washington Street house was shingled, and the enlargement of 
the two rooms on Church Street was effected at a cost of six hundred 
dollars. This long desired improvement has given very general satis- 
faction. The thousand little repairs required in nineteen schoolrooms 
have amounted to quite asum, and have been more than usual this year, 
But in addition to these we have had the unforseen expenditure on 
Main Street, caused by the gale of last spring, which blew off the roof 
aud gable end, causing an outlay of $500. The energy of our agent, 
Mr. Marsh, enabled us to commence the school at the usual’ time. 
There has been considerable expense in filling a wide ditch near the 
Pearl Street house, and the town should continue the filling to the 
junction of the streets, as travel seeks to cut across the school yard. 


HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING. 


This old house is in a deplorable state of repair. The basement fis 
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boarded up, the roof is only a name, the windows are worthless, and a 

general air of dilapidation pervades the premises. Some of us who 

were in the upper room on the day of the earthquake were afraid that 

the building, worn out so equally in every part, like the deacon’s “ one 

hoss’ shay ’? would go to pieces all at once. We have hired of Mr. 

Barker a room near by at a rent of $200, and we expect the present year 

to need another room for a Grammar School, and the year following 

still another. These rooms will require a central location where land is 

not plenty. The Board have conferred together in regard to the pros- 

pective wants of the district, and the opinion seems to be unanimous in 

favor of a new high school building, to contain rooms for the aceomo- 

dation of other schools. Opinion seemed to incline in favor of a brick 

building. longest Hast and West, of a granite basement to contain the 

heating apparatus and fuel, play rooms, wash rooms, ete. Four rooms 
on the first floor for new schools; on the second floor one large room 

for the high school and two assistants’ rooms; a room for philosoph- 

ical apparatus, and a room for chemical apparatus, s°parate on account 
of the spilling of acids and the corrosive action of their vapors, ‘There 
should be a small room for the district records and the meetings of the 
Board. On the third floor, whether a full story or a Freneh roof, a hall 
for exhibitions, annual meetings, lectures, debates, and such frequently 

recurring demands. All these matters require time for consideration, 

and should be studied by somebody else besides an architect, that we 
may have the benefit of multiplied eounsel. Believing it quite time 

that things should be put in shape for some kind of action, this matter 
will come before the annual meeting. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


The High school seems now more nearly to jastify its appellation 
than it did when two years of its course was taken up by arithmetic, 
which can be just as well taught in less expensive schools. Pupils en- 
tering now at the ripe age of fourteen seem to have maturity enough 
to comprehend their studies as they are arranged in the course. There 
has been this year a class in surveying, which, it is believed, has at- 
tained in the schoolroom and in the field a practical working knowledge 
of the subject, A class in botany in the summer was much commend- 
ed. For the first time in many years we have had a class in geology, 
and mineralogy. Mr. Brackett, Mr. Gilbert and Dr. Prouty of the 
committee, spent a day or two in removing the dust of thirty years 
from the old mineral cabinet, arranging and labeling the specimens. 
Very many were rejected and the collection is quite small. We have 
procured glass cases, which only can furnish full protection from dust ; 
we have now spare room and are in afine situation to receive donations. 
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Should our graduates and friends wander in summer by the sea shore 
or among the fossil bearing rocks of New York and the West, we hope 


they will remember their Alma Mater. We may some time have our 


natural history room; now is a good time to begin it. Mr. Brackett 
has given some attention to drawing, and more than usual to singing. 
Miss Marvin has been the assistant during the year, and has had the 
younger classes. She is every way competent and has so far as we can 
jadge given entire satisfaction. 


GRAMMAR AND INTERMEDIATE SCHOOLS. 


* 

The Grammar school at the close of the fall term lost the valuable ser- 
vices of Miss Wheeler, who was succeeded by Miss Marvin. During the 
winter term there was more or less disorder which called for the interfer- 
ence of the committee. The school has been growing larger and now con- 
tains some sixty pupils, of the troublesome age of thirteen and fourteen 
years. The graduating class has finished and reviewed arithmetic and 
grammar, and attained some proficiency in parsing and analysis. No 
previous class has advanced so far; and the standard prescribed by the 
éourse of study has been reached. ‘The difficult position of Miss Mar- 
vin prevented her doing herself justice. The second class in grammar 
beginning under her charge completed their courses in a very satisfac- 
tory manner. ; 

The three Intermediates under Miss Ingalls, Miss Holt, and Miss 
Hunt, haye been without change during the year, and been successful 
and prosperous schools. Mr. Hardy, the State Commisioner, who 
ought to know about these matters, places our schools in the foremost 
rank. We have been inclined to allow somewhat for his partiality, but 
considering that a given number of pupils, under good teachers, and 
with the very best methods, may accomplish as much here as anywhere, 
we are willing to believe that our classes, in arithmetic at least, are 
about as good as can reasonably be expected. The reading is generally 
called good, but if there is any improvement to be made in many of our 
schools, it will be sought in this direction. The writing-books are not 
always looked after, sometimes the last page being worse than the first. 
The handsomest book we saw bore the name of Hattie N. Newton. 


SECONDARY AND PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 


We met in one of the Secondaries a former member of the Board, 
who had visited them all; he pronounced them splendid sehools; we 
have no reason to detract from bis statement, and might especially com- 
mend that on Lincoln Street. We have seen them often and know 
the teachers to, be faithful, zealous, and earnest in their work. They 
notonly feel the importance of their duties, and like their work, but they 
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have also a sympathetic interest in their pupils, They sympathize in 
their pupils desire to pass the examinations, and with unwearied patience 
aid the less fortunate. No kind of publicservice is more faithfully per- 
formed than that of teachers. The arithmetic classes were never bet- 
ter; the second classes seem to have had the easiest time, and perhaps 
hereafter might take off some of the too great burden placed upon 
the first classes. 

The sub-committees control the discipline of their respective schools 
but in some of them there seemed. to be too great freedom. of speech 
too much irregular flocking to recitation. 1t will not do, even for the 
best of teachers, to relax much in discipline. The conversational 
method is good, but must have its laws. Visitors form an unfavorable 
impresion of a too talkative school, and the Board in making prefer- 
ments 1s necessarily much influenced by external signs or appearances. 

The Primaries, most neglected, really need the most supervision of 
all, Here the teacher is often a beginner, and has to educate herself. 
for her duties sometimes to the disadvantage of the school. It requires 
a year, often two, to complete this, hence there is great inequality in 
schools of this grade. The second year is always much better than the 
first, although a casual observer might not see much difference. One 
difficult work given to this grade is to perfect clases in the multiplica- 
tion table; in the middle of the third term this had not been very well 
done, Miss Carpenter on Pearl Street having at that time the only 
perfect class. We hear in various directions of much improvement 
since. 


THE EXAMINATIONS. 


The examinations are not completed at the date of this report. 
The candidates for the High school number twenty-three. Those for 
the Grammer school number about fifty. The examinations in the 
Secondaries furnish the following results :

READING IN PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 


Some persons have the idea that good reading is not attainable until 
the age of criticism ; and that the reading in the Primary school is of 
little account, A little experience might suggest a different opinion 
Some years ago we had a class of little children, who read with such 
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marked excellence, that we noticed them thereafter in higher grades, to 
see if they retained that superiority. It continued quite apparent for 
two orthree years. The habit they had acquired was invaluable. Now 
there had not been very great pains bestowed on them, but they were 
taught in a different method. They were not on the lookout. for 
‘pauses ; they never heard about counting four; they were not allowed 
to think of their voices, whether they were to go up, or to go down. 
‘¢ Teacher, I don’t think she gave the right expression,’’ was a common 
form of correction. All pupils are corrected when a word is left out of 
a sentence, hers, when the meaning was left out. There are good read- 
ers in all the schools, but.a. little change of method in some of them 
would undoubtedly improve them. There is a class in the High school 
reading Shakespeare’s plays. This may be madean excellent drill and 
should require much study. No one can be said to have read a sentence 
that has not been fully understood. 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


The committee to whom this subject was referred have continued to 
act, in order to see what changes and improvements might be made, 
and how far teachers observed its requirements, The course, though 
long delayed, was carefully prepared and seems very generally to ac- 
cord with the views of the teachers. Its adoption has been a very great 
- advantage, and we cannot well see how we could get along without it. 
But no law executes itself; no course of study will be universally ob- 
served without some supervision. In cities and largest towns they have 
superintendents with salaries enough to command all their time and all 
their attention. No large number of schools can long prosper without 
such superintendents, or very much more voluntary service than com- 
mittees usually have time to give. Sometimes the high school teacher 
has this supervision. 

We are pleased to’observe that the course has very generally been fol- 
lowed in all its details. There has been no irregular class except the 
one in Miss Hunt’s room, occasioned by the establishment: of a new 
school. Spelling by separating the sounds of letters was not practised 
in the Fuller school, but we believe in all the others. We placed it in 
the course because we found our best teachers had already taken it up 
of their own accord, and because itis the true way to teach distinctness 
of articulation. There.is nothing in language more interesting than 
the simplicity of its origin. All children are interested in the alphabet 
of the deaf and dumb ; they will find equal interest in their own, al- 
though it may at first seem merely like making up mouths and making 
faces. 
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DRAWING AND DRAWING CARDS. 


Much is said and done lately about the teaching of drawing. It is 
said our people are very ingenious, but that our workmen are not taste- 
ful. We are said to wear a great deal of tasteless jewelry, and to buy 
very poor pictures, It is said that all the best places in manufactories 
are held: by foreigners, who take the high salaries However that may 
be, Massachusetts, a manufacturing state, has passed a law compelling 
towns of ten thousand inhabitants to maintain a free school for techni- 
cal training, to fit pupils for special work and trades, for special arts 
such as drawing, designing, architecture, etc:, in order to have a higher 
class of workmen, mechanics and manufacturers. 

Last spring we began to use Bartholomew’s drawing cards in the pri- 
mary schools. These consist of sets of lines, crosses, ornamental squares, 
circles, printed and written words, etc. Any one who has tact inamus- 
ing children can profitably use these cards. Some teachers seem to 
think writing the only object of them. The eye should be trained as 
well as the hand, A square may be a good one, but if drawn obliquely 
on the blackboard is no great credit to anybody. Miss Howe on Lincoln 
street, and Miss Pierce on Washington street, seem to have had very 
good success. They say they had no difficulty in interesting their classes 
or themselves. When in the third term, these two schools were known 
to have classes of pupils eight years old writing their spelling lessons in 
fair hand, those teachers who had elected writing books instead of cards 

changed their methods, 
TEACHERS AND NORMAL SCHQOLS. 


It does not seem probable that the establishment of a normal school 
at Plymouth will at all answer the needs of this section of the State. 
We understand the board will be two dollars and a half per week, and 
_ the tuition four dollars for eight weeks to begin in March, and we hope 

our prospective teachers will avail themselves of thisopportunity. The 
‘standard of our High school has been so much raised, we have now a 
right to expect more of our future teachers ; more general information, 
more oral instruction. Some towns have training schools. Onv or two 
apprentices are placed under an experienced teacher for a term or two. 
They hear classes under direction and advice. When any vacancies oc- 
eur in the town they are ready to take the places. We are accustomed 
to allow new teachers, after a week’s experience has taught them their 
difficulties, to visit other schools. This they are glad to do, and perhaps , 
we might bul still farther advantage in this direction. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


In looking over educational literature to see what others have been 
doing and saying on school matters, gne is continually struck with the 
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greatly increased appreciation of the importance of popular education 
prevalent since our late war. A great revival seems to have sprung up 
and to be now spreading through civilized lands. The barbarism of 
slavery, and the cruelties of Andersonville appeared, indeed, in a Chris- 
tian land, but it is believed they would have been impossible in an edu- 
eated Christian land. We were told by one of the clerks, whose duty 
it was to enroll the names of the four thousand Roanoke Island prison- 
ers, that not one in twenty could tell how his name was spelled, much 
less write it himself. When such men make majorities, barbarities are 
respectable and popular, the moral code conforming to the ideas of the 
majority. 

However these things may be, there is growing a wide spread con- 
viction that universal education is essential to the life and defense of a 
nation. The world moves; and the first Napoleon expressed in two 
words one considerable stage of its progress, —‘‘ Bayonets think.” 
Since the day in which that was considered a startling statement, the 
world has also come to believe that bayonets must be educated. Within 
a few weeks, Mr. Gladstone has declared that the Prussian victory over 
France was a victory of the common-school system of Prussia over 
French ignorance. Our newspaper correspondents from the European 
armies repeat the same prevalent opinion. Under the infleence of this 
opinion, and also the belief that the manufacturing supremacy of England 
was lost through the ignorance of her workmen, she at the close of her 
last parliament passed a bill establishing a system of common-schools free 
to all her people. It came out in debate that the first,free school was 
started in New England. The dominion of Canada has also just passed 
a free school law with compulsory attendance. Even the Turk feels the 
magnetism of the times and in the foreground of his dreams there ap- 
pears the chambered rifle and the school house. Congress is agitating 
the subject of compulsory education in all the states. 

Immense sums are expended in the several states for educational pur- ° 
poses. Many of the western states and western colleges have large 
funds arising from land grants and donations. New York pays six 
millions a year for wages of teachers in her public schools. Withina 
year or two our own State has increased the tax required to be assessed 
for school purposes. She thereby shows that she is not insensible to 
the tendency of the time, and may soon be expected to legislate more 
liberally in regard to Normal schools. 


Memorsanpa.—The High, Grammar and Intermediate schools will 
begin on the second Monday of April; all others on the third 
Monday. ‘The Summer term will begin on the last Monday in 
August. The Winter term on the first Monday in December, un- 
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less otherwise ordered. The committee for examination will be pres- 
ent at the High School building ‘on the last Saturday of vacation, 
at nine o’clock, A. M., for the purpose of examining pupils for 
promotion.

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Report of Superintending Committee. 


In compliance with the Laws of the State, the Superintending 
School Committee of Keene submit the followirg report of schools, for 
the year ending March 14, 1871. ‘The sum raised by the Town for the 
support of schouls at its last annual meeting was $5,500.00 ; Literary 
Fund $214.20; Dog Fund $1°4.00; Raised by Union District for 
schools $2,500.00; Debt and Interest $2,€00.00; Repair of School 
Houses $1,00000; Building Additions to Fuller School House, 
$1,800 00 ; New Seats for samme $800.00. | 

No. 2.—First term 10 weeks ; whole number of schola:s 28 ; average 
23; tardiness none. ‘The second, or Fall and Winter terms, was 20 
weeks with a short vacation commencing at the end of the tenth week. 
'This school has made very good progress. The reading, particularly of 
the first class, was much better than we expected, as it has not in for- 
mor terms been as good as the younger classes ; the latter classes read 
very well also. The recitations in practical arithmetic were very good; 
still we could not but think that pages had stimalated their ambition — 
as much as principles. ‘The teacher has done very well, seems to gov- 
ern by kindness, and there appears a very good feeling between her and 
her pupils. During the year 88 visits have been made to the sehool. 

No. 3.—‘Lhis district had 19 weeks of school during the year ; and, 
under the care of an experienced teacher, has done itself much honor, 
Every pupil appeared to us to have been thoroughly drilled in every 
branch of study, and the deportment of every scholar had been well 
cared for. ‘The first term No. of scholars 19; average 16; tardy none; 
dismissals 2. Second term, whole number of scholars 18 ; average 15; 
tardiness none ; dismissals 9; 54 visits during the year. 

No. 4.—First term, whole number of scholars 13; average 11; in- 
stances of tardiness 11; length of school in weeks 9. The whole num- 
ber of scholars in second term was 20; average 18 ; tardiness 26 ; dis- 
missals 9. This school bas been in charge of a teacher of considerable 
experience, and this, combined with a love for the busizess, has enabled 
her to accomplish a good work. We found many of the parents and 
friends of the school present at the examination, and a word of praise 
was spoken by some of the parents, ® 

No. 5.—We found here a very good school. The teac!er has evi- 


36 


dently had some experience in teaching, and a, good share of tact im 
governing. ‘The movements of the classes were in good order, which 
we think is very desirable. Every class seemed to have had a full share 
of attention. ‘The register bas not been handed to us. 80 we are not 
able to give its records, but from our recollection they are good. 

No. 6.—Whole number of scholars first term 12; average 9; whole 
number of scholars second term 15; average 12; 387 visits during the | 
year. We found some very good scholars in this school, and a very 
good teacher. She has very evidently a good faculty to interest the 
younger pupils. Everything seemed to speak well for the industry of 
both teacher and scholars. 

No. 7 —No summer school. The fall and winter terms under the 
care of Miss S. A. Ellis of Surry appeared to good advantage. We 
were highly pleased with the prompt answers of the scholars in the 
different studies, especially in arithmetic. The advanced class showed 
a good acquaintance with the principles and practice. One thing 
which we were sorry to see was a disposition on the part of some of the 
scholars to read “on the sly” from the book the answers to leading 
and important questions and rules which should have been thoroughly 
committed to memory. We know not whether this method was prac- 
ticed through the term; if so, some will find they are laying the 
foundation for a superficial education ; and if the teacher does not, or 
will not, see such a pernicious practice, the scholars themselves should 
have dignity enough to set no such bad examples before the smaller 
scholars, so detrimental to their own mental culture. We do not com- 
mend the pian of the teacher’s answering questions that are given to 
the pupils. It is best for the scholars to do their own work ; and for 
the teachers to assist by continual promptings and collateral questions 
that cal] for a‘ yes” or a ‘no,’ is bad for the sehool, bad for the 
pupil, and still worse for the credit of the teacher. The register should 
always indicate the condition of the school evrreetly. It ruins the 
credit of the report to have all the scholars marked with the plus sign 
in every department when it is well known there are scholars in the 
school that stand below the average. 

No. 8.—Summer and fall term. The school was under the eare of 
Miss S. A. Darling. This was her first school, and showed evidently 
that she has the tact for teaching, and with sufficiont literary training 
will make an excellant teacher. The school is very small, and in its 
present condition we would recommend that hereafter the district be 
discontinued and annexed to No 9. : 

No. 9.—The summer term, under the charge of Miss Alice M. Rob- 
bins, was neat and orderly, the s@holars were studious and made fair 
progress in their studies. Everything was quiet and systematic, and 
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the recitations were given understandingly. The winter term, under 


the management of Mrs. A. L. Stearns, fully sustained the good char- 
acter which the school acquired under the care of the same. teacher the 
previous winter, .The recitations were all good; the reading was ex- 
cellent, and the exercises in mental arithmetic would do credit to any 
school in town. We think the districts in the West part of the town 
should find employment for Mrs. S. in this avocation as one of our 
best teachers. 

No. 10 —The summer term, under the care of Miss E. M. Fay of 
Walpole was all that could be expected of a country school. The 
recitations were prompt and correct, indicating that the motto of the 
school was ‘‘ onward.” The only thing against the credit of the pupils 
wag their undertone at recitations. This fault has mysteriously pre- 


_ yailed in the school for years against the efforts of its teachers. If this 


habit could be overcome, the schoo! would compare favorably with any 
in the town. There wasa greater degree of affability and politeness 
here than we have seen in any other school. The winter term, under 
the care of Miss M. F. Knowlton of Stoddard, showed a good progress 
for a portion of the school; but there was not the order and strict dis- 
cipline which should mark a first class school. There is no question of 
the teacher’s literary qualifications and amiable disposition to obtain 
the love and good will of her pupils, but she somewhat failed in govern- 
ment ow 

No. 11.—Summer term, Aggie Wright, teacher. This was not a 
forward school, but the scholars were studious and diligent, and showed 
a good understanding of what they had studied during the term, mak- 
ing an interesting school. There was apparently the best of feelings 
between teacher and pupils, and we consider it a success The winter 
term was taught by Miss Jessie Sawyer. This was her first attempt at 
teaching; but from some untoward elements in the school, a lack of 
proper vigilenee on the part of the parents, and want of tact and expe- 
ience in the teacher, insubordination crept into the school, and the 
teacher resigned her post after nine weeks’ sesssion. We think the pa- 
rents equally culpuble with the teacher for the want of success, A lit- 
tle supervision at the first part of the school would have shown where 
the faults lay; then, the collateral aid of parents might have made all 
right; still a great deal depends on the home training of the children. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


We have been particular in most instances where there was a fault or 
an irregularity in a school, to mention it in a report of the delinquent 
district ; considering this the better method, from the fact that if any- 
thing out of place is spoken of in a general manner, no one may be 
ready to take the insinuation to him or herself; while a pointed remark 
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always hits, and may lead to a reform or an improvement. It appears 
rather hard to call particular attention to the short comings of a young 
teacher; but if they really wish to continue in the occupation, and 
know that a fault will be noticed, there will be a double incentive to 
correct anything improper in their management or method of instruc- 
tion. 


QUALIFICATIONS OF TEACHERS. 


It is lamentable to find so large a per cent. of our teachers sadly de- 
ficient in some of the prime requisites of *‘ school teachers.’? In most 
instances there is no special training for the calling, it being merely 
taken up for the purpose of getting the money for the summer’s work. 
A large number have never attended a ‘‘ Teacher’s Institute,” and may 
be said to have no well matured plan of operation, but let circim- 
stances govern the school. Some young aspirants crowd themselves into 
the ranks with all the assurance of veterans, content with nothing 
short of a big price for their labors, when a short experience shows 
plainly that the school isa miserable failure, or at best only passable. 
We must continue to admonish district committees to use discretion in 
making a selection, leaving aside all selfish motives, and select such a 
teacher as the wants of the district require; and though hard it may 
be we would firmly refuse to commend any applicant who does not 
come up to a respectable standard. Ifa person has not presence cf 
mind and confidence enough to answer simple and important questions, 
which every one should know at an examination, she cannot be sup- 
posed to have assurance enough to carry a calm demeanor in a school 
room. 

_ FEMALE TEACHERS. 


Our schools for the past year have, with the exception of the High 
School, been conducted by female teachers. In the present condition of 
our districts we believe this method to be the best. It gives us much 
longer schools; they are nearly all small and can be easily managed. 
The few large scholars who attend havé, or should have, pride of char- 
acter enough to induce a correct deportment in the School-room, know- 
ing well the great object of the school is educational advantages ; and 
if any one is not disposed to submit quietly to the reasonable require- 
ments of the teacher, the obnoxious scholar can be disposed of in a 
better way than inflicting corporeal punishment, unless the teacher 
knows with certainty, in advance, that she can succeed in ‘ conquering 
a peace.”’ We believe the boys are, in most instances, more inclined to 
use respectful language around the school-room when the manager is a 
lady ; though in case of a demoralized school, its complete ruin is effect- 
ed sooner under the care of a female teacher, than that of a male. 
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This should induce greater vigilance on the part of the district, that 
the school does not get ‘‘ off the track.’’ 
REGISTERS. 

We are sorry to see so little care taken in many districts to have the 
registers correctly made with the qualifications, habits and deportment 
of the pupils. We often find the dull, backward scholars in some dis- 
tricts with credit marks as high as the best scholars in other schools equally 
advanced ; and, in other cases, all are marked alike, regardless of qual- 
ifications or merit. It is somewhat humiliating to an ambitious, enter- 
prising student to find that on the public records he stands only ona 
level with all the dunces in the school ; and equally bad for an honest 
boy, who has a clear conscience in all he does, to find his name ranked 
with the vicious boy who sits next him and is nothing but a thorn to 
the school. Duscretion should be used in this matter, and the average 
qualifications, abilities and conduct of scholars in general be taken for 
a standard. Committees should be careful to have the register properly 
returned to the superintendent in accordance with the laws of the 
State before paying the teacher, as this would often save much labor 
and time on the part of the superintendents, and sometimes the loss of 
- @ register. 


VISITING SCHOOLS. 


Undoubtedly one great cause of the want of interest in the schools 
which the scholars aften show, is the immediate result of the parent's 
negligence to visit the school-room, thereby showing an unconcern for 
the wants and welfare of the children, which the little folks cannot fail 
to ‘‘appreciate.’’ Hvery person who has a child to send should con- 
sider it a sacred duty to visit the school. If this were done during the 
second or third week, by which time the general character of the school 
would show itself, any little thing out of place would be observed, and 
if the teacher’s attention were kindly called to the fact, the evil could 

2 remedied at the outset ; but the customary method is to keep aloof 
from the school until the news of some flagrant outrages which are said 
to have transpired reach them ; then, like spies, they make their first 
visit, not to compliment or encourage the teacher, but to see how bad 
the children act. If the school were visited daily, or even only two or 
three times during each week, the pupils would stand greatly on their 
pride of character, and the moral influence of the friendly calls would 
be invaluable. 


READING. 
This branch is regularly pursued in all our schools, though often with 


indifferent success. From the little advance made, and the scarcity of | 
really good readers among all the pupils in our schools, we should think 
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the improvement made hardly compensated for the time devoted to it. 
There is scarcely one pupil in each school that can be called a fluent, 
easy reader. The work is performed too mechanically, wanting all that 
life and feeling which makes it natural, and pleasant to listen to. The 
real art of reading appears to be but puokty understood by most of our 
t.achers ; and this may in part account for a want of success; though 
we think there are those who would find it extremely difficult to ever 
read easily. We can but hope those who may in future have the charge 
of our children, will try to perfect Cheeaeenicne in this important part of 
English literature. 
HISTORY. 


In intimate connection with raading, we would mention the study of 
history. All will admit the importance of a general knowledge of the 
history of our own country at least ; and, as a great means of diffusing 
it among the young folks, and through them reaching the older folks, 
we would strongly advocate the more general introduction of it into 
our schools, not merely as a study, but also asa general reading exer- 
cise for all the larger classes in the school, taking the place of some of 
the exercises in other text books, perhays alternating every other morn- 
ing with the Scriptures. Taken up in this manner, especially with ex- 
planatory comments by a good teacher, it would during a term of school 
farnish a good store of information to the scholars, many of whom 
would never learn much of it by any other method. 

SPELLING. 


This can only be learned by careful and thorough practice; still we 
think the pupils in most of our schools can spell better than they can 
read. We would advise any one who may have occasion to write an 
essay, a letter, or even a sentence, never to let it pass until the spelling 
is made all correct. Good spelling has the same bearing on one’s credit 
that good morals have on the character. 

WRITING. 

Penmanship in most of our schools is sadly neglected; not only 
little time devoted to its practice, but little pains taken to induce a cor- 
rect position for writing, or holding the pen. Habits formed in this © 
respect are extremely pernicious to future advancement, and very hard 
to correct. We have seet the children in some of our schools at this 
employment, where not one of them held the pen correctly. With such 
training it is no great wonder that they grow up with only a miserable 
scrawl, instead of a good systematic hand of penmanship. 
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ARITHMETIC. 


This study has in general been better taught than most other branches 
in our schools. This is all proper, considering the great importance 
attached to the use of figures; still some of our schools have hardly 
done all that could be wished; mental arithmetic in many cases, espec 
ially for the older scholars, being almost entirely overlooked. We 
have found small children in some of the schools, that would work out 
mental arithmetical operations which would utterly confound larger 
pupils in other schools. Even in some places, the use of the black- 
board has been almost ignored, or used merely for sketching geograph- 
ical outlines. 


GEOGRAPHY. 


Classes in this department have generally given satisfaction on the 
points of local and discriptive geography ; still we think but few com- ; 
paratively study it carefully enough to fully understand the scientific 
principles of physical geography. 


GRAMMAR. 


It is really a matter of surprise to see the small number of pupils 
who are good grammarians. ‘Teachers, often somewhat deficient them- 
selves, are too prone to confine themselves to the text book, instead of 
elucidating the study to the mind of the student. It looks like hard, 
_ dry work to many, and before they can be made to understand it, they 
become discouraged at the prospect before them, disgusted with the 
>» slow progress they are making, and relinquish it in despair. 


HIGHER BRANCHES, 


Most of the pupils in the outside districts live at such distances from 
the village that the advantages of graded schools and higher departments 
ean be of no immediate benefit to them at home. In such cases the 
law makes a provision for them, requiring the prudential committee to 
select such teachers as the wants of the school may demand. If there 
is but one scholar who has thoroughly learned all the branches taught 
ordinarily, and wishes to go farther with his studies, he should be ac- 
commodated, unless it can be shown that the district will be injured 
more than he will individually be benefited. We believe in a high 
standard of general education ; not showy and superficial, but thorough - 
and substantial. It matters not so much what course of study we pur- 
sue to obtain mental discipline, as how we study it. We would have 
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every study, yes, every lesson, thoroughly learned. Our best scholars 
are our thorough ones; on these alone can full reliance be placed. We 
‘ Would say then to every pupil, if you would succeed well in business 
and in life, be thorough in your studies. |

After the severe autumn freshets of 1869, the highways 
were left in an extremely perilous condition, which was only 
partially remedied by the hurried exertions of the surveyors 
during the fall, and the bridges only temporarily repaired. The 
precarious state in which they were left required the rebuilding 
of three or four of them; while many of the others have been 
thoroughly repaired with new stringers and planks. There are 
about sixty bridges in town with a span of over fourteen feet, 
only three of which are covered. The constant exposure of 
the others to the rains, and the hemlock timber of which they 
are composed, cause their decay in a few years, and necessitates — 
the annual outlay of a large sum to keep them in repair. We 
have laid out four new streets, the building of which and land 
damage for the same, have cost six or seven hundred dollars, 
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and also have completed the building of Beaver Street to Rox- 
‘bury Street. We have constructed a new sidewalk on Win- 
chester Street from Main to Ralston Street, and have widened 
Water Street near the railroad crossing, each of which required 
a large outlay. We found it necessary in the fall to take up 
the main drain from the Square and clean it out, also to put in 
some new ones. Some generous individuals, offering to give 
the stones for building a new sidewalk from the depot, we 
thought it expedient and for the interest cf the town to com- 
plete the work. These, with the extra expense necessarily in- 
cured by digging up the streets for laying water pipes, have 
caused a much larger outlay than was appropriated. 

We have paid all notes and bonds that have become due, ex- 
cept one note of six hundred dollars, the holder of which being 
absent, it could not be paid. There is also a note of five thousand 
dollars due in 1874 that is unpaid. ‘This left a larger balance 
in the treasury than was desirable; but much of it will be 
wanted to pay for the Soldiers’ Monument, before any funds 
can be collected on the tax to be assessed this year. There will 
be fifteen thousand five hundred dollars of town bonds due July 
Ist, 1871, which will require to be paid, or exchanged for new 
bonds. It is presumed that some new bonds can be issued to 
take the place of the old ones. The amount estimated will pay 
the interest and a part of the principle, which will enable the 
town to provide for the whole without much inconvenience. 

The condition of the farm is nearly the same as last year; 
the whole valuation of the stock will not vary materially, and 
the amount of hay and grain amply sufficient to carry them 
well through the winter, with everything about the premises in 
an orderly condition. A large per cent. of the expenses of the 
paupers is incurred by the unfortunate persons who have been 
at the asylum for the insane. We know of no better or more 
economical method by which they can be cared for.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF ENGINEER. 


To the Selectmen of Keene, Gentlemen: —I have the pleasure to re- . 
port to the town that the Fire Department is in excellent condition ; its 
apparatus now more complete than ever before, and the companies well 
organized and filled with efficient and reliable men, who have at all 
times responded ee to the calls fo their services— which have 
been made as follows, viz. 

Ist. June 25, 1870, aBbint 8 o'clock, P. M. the buildings of Ashley 
Mason were whic by lightning. Their distance from the engine 
houses and from any accessible supply of water, and the rapid progress 
of the flames, made it impracticable for the department to render any ser- 
vice after its arrival. Loss $3,000; insurance $1,400. This was the 
first alarm for more than a YOR hs the last sie! fire having occurred 
June 6, 1869. 

2d. July 10, about 9 o’clock, P. M., an alarm was given during the - 
burning of tho buildings of Franklin D. Reed, about four miles north- 
west of the village; but it was evidently useless for the department to 
attempt to reach it and the apparatus was returned to the houses, 
Loss about $4,000 ; not insured. 

3d. August 4, about noon, during a very heavy thunder shower, two 
barns belonging to KH. A. & A. H. Metcalf on Court street were fired by 
the lightning and speedily enveloped in flames; but the application of 
Spring Lake water from the hydrants near by soon extinguished the 
fire, and saved the adjacent buildings, making the first practical test of 
the Keene Water Works in subduing fire, which was very satisfactory 
to all who witnessed it. Damage to house and contents $500. 

_ 4th. August 26, about 11 o’clock, A. M., a fire in the fuel room of 
the steam millon Mechanic St., was extingtished by the use of hydrants, 
with slight damage. 

5th. Dec. 29, about 4 o’clock, P. M., at the residence of Rey. G. Ww. 
Browne, on School St. ; the latins Bethe left in too close proximity 
with a stove pipe or thimble at the entrance to a chimney became ig- 
nited, and was discovered in time to extinguish with only slight damage. 

6th. The next day, Dec. 30, about 11 o’clock, A. M., a similar oc- 
currence happened at the dwelling of Samuel Gordon, on Elm St. 

7th. Jan. 29, 1871, about 7 o’clock, P. M., fire was discovered in a 
wood room in Clark’s Block, but causing no material damage. The 
last three fires, and two or three others of a similar character for which 
no alarm was given, were extinguished without the use of hose. 

8th. Feb. 15, about 9 o’clock, P. M., the department were called out 
by a fire in the work room of Messrs. Buffum’s clothing establishment, 
which was extinguished with but slight damage from the fire; but the 
location of the fire, which was in the partitions contiguous to a chim- 
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néy near the centre of the upper story of the building, was not at first 
apparent; and the rooms were so completely filled with smoke and heat 
that no entrance could be made without the use of considerable water, 
which occasioned some damage to the goods in the stores below, which 
was adjusted and paid by the insurers as follows; Messrs. Buffum, 
damage to building and stock $1050 ; Messrs. Joslin & Gay, damage to 
stock by water $175.00. Making the total damage by fires in the town 
during the past year about $9,000, and that coming within the limits 
of the fire district only about $2,000. 

The annual examipation of the fire district for the past year was de- 
layed until winter as the more appropriate season for that purpose, be- 
ing when the largest number of stoves, &c., are in use. Particular at- 
tention was given to the examination of partitions around chimneys 
and stove pipe thimbles, and several cases similar to those causing the 
alarms Nos. 5 and 6 were reported as unsafe ; other defects and delin- 
quicies in the safe keeping of ashes. &c., were much less numerous than 
those reported in former years. This we believe accounts in part for 
the comparative immunity from accidental fires which we have enjoyed. 
Several buildings are in need of ladders, which owners should not neg- 
lect to provide, as those belonging to the department cannot always be 
transported to a fire as soon as the application of water can be made 
either with buckets, or with hose if suitable ladders were at hand ; a 
small expense in precautionary measures may save much loss, 

The annual parade and review of the Fire Department was held Sert. 
24th, and was made the occasion for a series of experiments for testing 
the capacity of the Water Works, which showed the practicability of 
carrying water through hose to protect buildings situated one-fourth or 
even one-haif mile distant from a hydrant ; and, in cases where several 
hydrants can be used, it was found that twelve or more streams of wa- 
ter could be used at one time with good effect. 

The fine appearance of the firemen with their apparatus, their gen- 
tlemanly conduct and the skill displayed in making these and other ex- 
periments during the day, was highly creditable to them, and, we be- 
lieve, satisfactory to the citizens present on the occasion ; and the ex- 
hibition of our present ability to resist the fiery element (which we 
believe is not exceeded by any town or city in the country) should give 
our citizens the advantages of a material reduction in the rates of in- 
surance for their property. 

The number of firemen belonging to the several companies of the 
Department has, in accordance with the vote of the town, been reduced 
to 120, and a further reduction of 20 men, as thereby authorized, has 
been contemplated, and perhaps may be advisable, although that would 
dispense with one hose carriage attached to the engine they now oper- 
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ate. It has been the rile to have two engines taken out in readiness for 
use if required at any alarm of fire, but they have not been used on any 
occasion during the past year, and if our water works were provided 
with an additional! reservoir or other means to afford a supply in case of 
repairs of the main line to the pond, the engines would be seldom, if 
ever, required for use. 

Four new hose carriages have been procured and put into use. They 
are light and convenient to handle, and make a valuable accession to 
the equipments of the department. They are at present kept in the 
engine houses of the town as nu other accommodations have been pro- 
vided although the subject has frequently been brought to the attention 
of those most interested in the matter. A new tower for drying hose 
has been erected at engine house No. 1. ‘This was decided to be pref- 
erable to the alteration and enlargment of one of the old towers as at 
first designed. ‘This involved a larger expenditure than was at first 
contemplated and makes some changes in the previous practices of the 
companies, but the plan, if properly carried out, will save the town 
considerable expense in the future purchase and care of hose. 

The new, self-acting fire alarm, which was attached to the bell on the 
Town Hall about a year since, greatly facilitates giving alarms, but we © 
regret that the unfavorable situation of the bell prevents its sound from 
reaching as far as it should. 

A manual containing useful information in relation to the appliances 
for the extinguishment of fires, with instructions in regard to the duties 
ot the firemen in the use and care of same, has been published during 


the year, which we believe is a judicious expenditure to promote the 
efficiency of the department. 

The expenses of the fire department for the current year will be 
found in the financial report of the town. 

A small amount of old two inch hose has been sold and efforts made, 
with some prospect of success. to dispose of an engine ; but such prop- 
erty does not sell readily, as the demand is less than the supply. 

Before closing my term of office I desire to express my thanks to the citi- 
vens of the town for the encouragement they have given the department - 
since my connection with it, by the purchase of apparatus; also, to 
those who have so liberally extended their aid at the annual parade and 
social levees of the firemen, and we trust the department will ever merit 
and receive the encouragement and respect so much needed to induce 
reliable and efficient men to identify themselves in its organization and 
to maintain its efficiency. 

To my associate engineers, and the officers and members of the several 
companies, I have to acknowledge the kindness and respect you have 
shown me, and to congratulate you on the unanimity of feeling which

KEENE WATER BOARD. 


In accordance with the instructions of the Town, the Water 
Board respectfully submit the following Report of their pro- 
ceedings, for the year endiag March ist, 1871. 

ORGANIZATION. 


The Board organized by the choice of Col. Robert Wilson 
for President (who acted in that capacity until his decease, after 
which he was succeeded by Chester Nims); Samuel A. Ger- 
ould was chosen Clerk; and Daniel H. Holbrook was appointed 
Superintendent of the Water Works —and has performed the 
duties of the office in a faithful and efficient manner, to the ac- 
ceptance of the Board and we trust to the general satisfaction 
of the citizens. 

EXTENSION OF MAINS. 


A contract for such extension of the water-mains as might be 
required was made with the Patent Water & Gas Pipe Co. of Jer- 
sey City, on the same terms of their original contract ; and in ac- 
cordance with the votes of the Tok we have Tidy about five 
miles of iron and cement pipe of 4 and 6 in. calibre, on 22 
streets; while 14 streets have been supplied with wrought iron 
bituminized pipe of 2 in. diameter, as will be shown iu the ta- 
bles. . 

SERVICE PIPE. 


The matter of laying service pipes (for the use of citizens) 
at the expense of the Town was considered with a discussion of 
reasons for and against, and the Board was unanimous in the 
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opinion that the interest of the Town and the prosperity of the 
Water Works, equality to water takers, and justice to the 
tax payers, all required that such pipes should, in ordinary 
cases, be laid at the expense of the user; but a different prac- 
tice having already heen established, which if discontinued 
might give occasion for complaint on the part of those who con- 
templated the introduction of water to their premises, it was de- 
cided that it was not then best to discard that entirely, but to. 
make a distinction in the water rates between those cases where 
the entire cost of the service pipes was paid by e¢itizens, and 
those in which a portion of the pipe was paid for and owned 
by the Town, by making an additional assessment on the latter, 
suflicient to cover interest, cost of repairs, and other contingent 
expenses, giving applicants a choice between the two plans. 
Also allowing those for whom service pipes had already been 
Jaid under the previous rule to repay the cost of same to the 
Town if they preferred, instead of paying the additional rates, 
which many have done, and nearly all new applicants have paid 
the expense from the mains, saving thereby a large expense to 
the Town, and ensuring for themselves less water rates in the 
future. 

This decision of the Board has been made the oceasion for 
some very severe criticisms and censures by a few of our cit- 
izens; but its manifest justice has obtained the favor and con- 
curence of all, who without prejudice, have given the matter 
sufficient attention to understand it properly. 

Arrangements In regard to laying service pipes were also 
made, which left it open for any one to engage in that business 
who could do the work to the satisfaction of the Superinten- 
dent, and would comply with the established regulations of the 
Board. The expense of service pipes within the limits of the 
streets being, as a rule, paid for by,the Town and then charged 
to such applicants, as desired to pay for same, as from center 
of each street. 

‘The Report of the Superintendent, an abstract of which is 
hereto appended, gives the statement of the amounts paid and 
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received for service pipes and connections, and amounts received 
from water rents, &c. 


WATER RATES. 


The water rates have not been materially changed from those 
first established, and although they are much lower than the 
rates charged in most places where similar works have been es- 
tablished, we believe it is expedient to keep them at a moderate 
rate, and (except in some cases when there may appear to be 
inequality in those at present.adopted) we would not advise any 
material increase, as the income which will be derived from the 
sale of water, when it is generally taken by all of our citizens 
in the water district, will pay a very fair percentage of interest 
on the cost of the works, which with the benefits arising from 
it as a safeguard from fires, etc., (which should more properly 
be paid by taxation on the property thus rendered more valu- 
able by its protection) will amply repay the Town for the in- 
vestment which has been made in the construction of the works 
and the necessary expense of keeping the same in good condi- 
tion. 


SEWERAGE. 


The matter of a survey for sewerage, which was delegated to 
the Water Board by a vote of the town at its last annual meet- 
ing, has been attended to with sufficient accuracy to show the 
feasibility and comparative expense of different plans, of which 
a former report has been made. 

A proper system of sewerage is greatly needed to enable our 
citizens to enjoy the full benefits of the Water Works, and 
to allow of its extended use, as well as to relieve portions 
of the village from the accumulation of surface water, which 
is now so annoying and detrimental to the public, therefore we 
believe that the adoption of the best and most economical plan 
to afford early relief to those localities in greatest need of 
drainage, with provision for future extensions, as the growth 
and requirements of. the place may demand, is a subject which 
should receive the attention of our voters. 
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WATERING PLACES AND FOUNTAINS. 


Agreeably to the instructions of the Town the Board have 
erected Drinking Fountains in Central Park and at the head of 
Main Street just south of Central Square. The selection of 
the site for the latter, and its general design, which is adapted 
to suit the convenience of both man and beast, was suggested 
by one of the members of the Board, who (as it is generally 
known) was entrusted with its mechanical execution, with, in- 
structions to cause its erection, which was done in a manner 
which has elicited the commendation of those who have enjoyed 
its privileges. It is constructed in a manner to successfully re- 
sist the frost of winter, and with a moderate expenditure for ice 
(which we think the Town will approve) it has provisions to 
counteract the effects of heat in summer so that cool and agree- 
able water may at all times be obtained. The cost of the two 
fountains, including the foundations, plumbing, service pipe and 
fixtures all set up and ready for use was $730.89, which we 
trust may meet the approval of the Town. 

We regret to say that we have not yet had occasion ‘‘ to fur- 
nish water free of charge to supply an ornamental fountain on 
the Common” as the liberal gentlemen who were expected to 
donate such an institution have not been ‘‘around.” But 
we have during the past year made no charge for water sup_ 
plied to such fountains as have been put in operation on private 
grounds. ‘The same rule has been observed in regard to the 
use of water for sprinkling streets, believing that the benefits 
which the public would receive therefrom, with the encourage- 
ment fora more extended and remunerative use of water in 
such ways hereafter, would be a greater advantage than the 
compensation which would be received, were the payment of 
rates strictly enforced. | 


HYDRANTS. 


During the past year twenty-five new Hydrants have been ~ 
. set for fire purposes, making seventy-three owned by the Town, 
beside two which have been put in by Cheshire Railroad Co., 
and several others of smaller size, by private citizens. These 
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we have endeavored to locate so as to give the greatest protec- 
tion to property on all the streets where mains are now laid. 
These hydrants were manufactured by Messrs. J. Humphrey & 
Co. of this town, and not only contain some valuable improve- 
ments in their construction, which render them much better to, 
set and more accessible for repairs, but were furnished at a 
price which effected a saving of about $9.00 on each from the 
cost of those formerly used.

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THE SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Shows the whole number of service pipes attached to the works 
at this time as 280; of this number 52 were furnished and 
owned by the town in 1869 and 4 in 1870; the remainder hav- 
ing been paid for or charged over to applicants at their request 
(in accordance with new plan) while 24 of the 52 applicants 
supplied in 1869 have elected to repay amount expended by 
the town in preference to payment of the extra rates, which 
leaves only 32 pipes now owned by the town; the value of 
same being $440 65, and annual rates assessed at $62 50.

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NOTES AND SUGGESTIONS. 


The supply of water at Spring Lake, although subjected to 
the test of an unusually dry season, and its use allowed with- 
out interruption or restriction for fountains, garden hydrants, 
watering streets, and the various other uses to which it has been 
applied, besides a large amount drawn at the the blow-off and 
waste gates for the purpose of cleansing the pipes, has been 
largely in excess of all requirements; and proves beyond doubt 
that the supply will be sufficient with proper management for 
the ordinary use of several times the present number of water 
takers. | 

No accurate record has been kept of the height of the water 
at the reservoir; but it was not drawn enough to stop the over- 
flow until July 20th, after which it fell 1 1-2 to 2 inches per 
week, until about Oct. Ist it reached a point about 22 inches 
below the level of the over-flow channel; since then it has risen 
gradually until at the present time it stands just full. 

The quality of the water as a general thing has been excel- 
lent for aqueduct water, much better in fact than we had reason 
to expect considering the large amount of new ground covered 
by the raising of the dam. Some work should be done during 
the coming season to preserve the purity of the water, by re- 
moval of decaying turf and vegetable matter from the borders 
of the lake, and by filling or cutting off some marshy places 
where the depth of the water is not sufficient to prevent vege- 
tation; and in situations where the shores are not hard and 
rocky it would be a great advantage to have them walled or 
rubbled with stone which could be done without great expense. 

The lands belonging to the reservoir have been partly en- 
closed with a substantial stone wall (so far as stone could be 
conveniently obtained) during the past year; $455.50 have 
been expended for this purpose, and about $100.00 more will 
be required for fencing to complete the needed enclosures. 

Leaks occurring in the cement lined pipe have thus far been 
repaired by the contractors, in accordance with the terms of 
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their contract ; but it will soon belong to the town to take care 
of them, and will involve additional responsibility or expease in 
the tare of the works ; they have not been of very frequent o¢- 
currence however (excepting a few sections of pipe laid last fall 
which has given considerable trouble on account of imperfect 
hardening of some of the cement used in laying) but we think 
no serious trouble will occur from it as the cement hardens by 
age. bathe 
The annoyance of shutting off the water for repairs of tlie 
main line from the reseovoir will increase as the use of the wa- 
ter is extended, it being used for many purposes where an inter- 
ruption in the supply will be seriously felt by the users, which 
will be detrimental to the interests of the works; it also leaves 
us almost without protection in case of a fire occurring at such 
times. Some measure should be taken to compensate for such 
habilities either by another reservoir of sufficient capacity for 
for temporary uses or by an additional line of pipe (of perhaps 
smaller size) from the main reservoir. 

‘Notwithstanding the liberal extension of the works during 
the past year, there are yet several places beyond their present 
limits where the water is very much desired ; but we are’ not 
prepared to state what encouragement may be offered on any 
particular street. Further extensions: however cannot reasona- 
bly be expected when their cost and maintainance will be a bur- 
den to the enterprise; but if the sales of water will from the 
first pay.a fair rate of interest. on the outlay we think it is 
generally advisable to supply it, as it promotes a general. pros- 
perity and growth which ensures a larger future increase of the 
works, 

In relation to the present condition and prospects of the en- 
terprise, we are happy to say that the estimate of the former 
water committee, who stated.in their report (one ‘year ago) that 
‘‘the village is equal to 3800 water takers on an average. of 
$6.00 each’? has already been more than realized, as we have 
now 818 water takers, who.at the present very dow annual rates 
will average $9.00 each; and as there are nearly or quite 100 
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more to be supplied from the late extensions as soon as the sea- 
son will permit, and not more than one-half of those residing 
on streets where the mains were first laid having yet introduced 
the water to their premises, it may not be extravagant to antic- 
ipate that 500 may be reported as supplied before the close of 
another year. And as the use of the water is daily increasing 
in favor and popularity with our citizens we may confidently 
expect that with liberal and proper management on the part of 
the town. it may soon be extended to produce an annual income 
of more than $5,000, or sufficient to pay five per cent. on the 
entire cost of the works; which with the amount that may 
_ properly be accredited for the protection afforded by the hy- 
drants, causing a reduction of our fire risks, and increasing 
value of the real property of the whole town, besides the many 
other advantages to be derived from its introduction, will show 
that it is not an unprofitable investment. 

In the discharge of our duties as members of the Board, we 
have had to contend with the existing prejudices of some, the 
fears and doubts of others, and the various ‘uncertainties in- 
volved in our want of experience; but we have endeavored to 
give the matter the same attention, and to act in all things per- 
taining to it as judiciously as we should have done had it been 
our own personal interest. And if in any instance we have failed 
to act wisely, or to the satisfaction of any of our fellow-towns- 
men, we trust that it may not be imputed to any lack of inter- 
est or improper motive. And it gives us great pleasure to be 
able to report to you at this time the measure of success which 
has already been attained, and to note the daily increasing favor 
and popularity of the works.
